Dran Srr:—! beg leave to tender 
my resignation of the office of Gov- 
ernor of the District of Columbia, to 
take effect on Saturday next, the 13th 
inst. Lam urged to this action by 
the fact that the combined demands 
from: my private business and my 
public duties have been so exacting 
that Iam no longer able to meet both 
or either of these demands as 
throughly as could wish, yet it has 
been my sincere purpose so to admin- 
ister the government of the District 
as best to promote the welfare of the 
people of all classes and to advance 
the National Capital to that position 
which it ought to oceuny as the seat 
of the. national eovernmont. This 
purpose has been ably seconded by 
the other ofticers of the Distriet Gov- 
ernment and especially by the Vice 
President of the Bard of Public 
Works and my other associates of 
ehergy, courage 
andcomprehensive judgment have 
achieved’ such brilliant results. I 
have also to thank you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, for the unvarying confidence 
vou have reposed in me, and for the 
substantial encouragement and sup- 
port you have given to me and my 
associates in the management of the 
affairs of the District. With senti-

The Last of the Would-be Trans- 
Atlantic Balloon--The Whole 
thing a Bust.“ 

A New York dispatch, under date 
of Thursday night, additional to the 
fact published in our telegraphie col- 
umns yesferday of the busting of the 
thing, gives the following particu- 
lars: 

An immense crowd of people, esti- 
mated as high as 50,000, went to 
Brooklyn to-day to see the inflation 
of the balloon. Many roofs of the 

1igh buildings in this city were coy- 
ered with people with glasses to view 


its promised ascension. 


Ihe process of inflation commenc- 
ed this morning and continued stead- 
ily during the day and afternoon.

Atten minutes past four the bal- 
loon swayed to the north, ripped 
half-way around, with a tearing 
sound, and fell flat upon the ground. 
An immense volume of gas which 
had been pumped into it—nearly 
400,000 feet—escaped, nearly suffoca- 
ting those who stood on the lee side. 

The crowd made a general rush 
over the ropes with the intention of 
tearing the balloon into small pieces 
for mementoes, but they were driven 
back by the the police. Some, how- 
ever, were successful. 

Stiner, who contracted to fill the 
balloon, said it would be folly to at- 
tempt another inflation, as the bag 
was not made of proper material; so 
the enterprise is abandoned for the 
present,

THE BANKRUPT ACT TO BE RE- 
PEALED.—A Washington special says: 
„It is understood the attempt will be 
made in the next Congress to repeal 
the bankrupt act, or to obtain such an 
amendment to the same as shall, un- 
der its operation, be more favorable 
to commercial interests. The amend- 
ment added by the last Congress, by 
which all property is exempt from its 
operations which the several States 
have, reserved from execution for debt 
has increased the legal difficutlies of 
the situation, because ays | State 
gives especial preference to different 
classes of debts and provides different 
modes for their collection. It appears 
that this amendment works very un- 
equally in the different States. While 
it allows debtors in Maryland, Dela- 
ware and Rhode Island to have but 
$600 exempt, it exempts $3,500in Vir-
